New York Anti-Saloon league, was

The gibberish I use for a title means, 
they tell me, after this, therefore be- 
cause of it, and according to this 
kind of reasoning, the goop who gets 
over lumbago ora black eye after a 
series of hot mustard ear baths is 
ready to testify to the efficacy of hot 
mustard ear baths for all human ail- 
ments, injuries, deformities and con- 
ditions. 

It’s something like that with chill- 
ing and the various diseases which 
masquerade under the convenient, non- 
committal and if necessary quickly 
changeable title of “celd.” 

With the onset of many of the dis- 
eases which purport to be “colds” until 
somebody finds out what really is the 
matter, chilliness or a chill 1s more 
or less characteristic. In the inva- 
sion or beginning of pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, tonsilitis, diphtheria, meningi- 
tis, measles, influenza and coryza, for 
example, chilliness or an actual shiv- 
ering chattering chill is a familiar 
early symptom. This symptom, so 
early in the illness, has been misun- 
derstood. It has been misinterpreted 
as the cause of the illmess. Of course, 
we know that chilliness or a chill of 
this kind generally spells infection, 
invasion of the blood or the tissues 
with virulent germs, as in ordinary 
blood poisoning (septicemia) from’ an 
infected wound. Eliminate such chill- 
ing and you haven't much left to rest 
the “‘cold’”’ delusion on. 

Experience and observation show 
that as a matter of fact the pneu- 
monia which people so fearfully pre- 
dict as 
tional degree of exposure to cold or 
wet almost never develops. In the 
great majority of cases of pneumonia, 
in which the illness does ‘happen to 
come shortly after some alleged ex- 
posure to cold or wet, the truth is that 
the individual suffered no particular 
discomfort of body from the alleged 
exposure and the exposure is rather 
a trumped up theory, a fancy in retro- 
spect. 

Normal individuals simply do not 
experience any untoward effects from 
such trifling exposure as sitting in a 
draft or getting ‘ their feet wet or 
changing to light clothing on a cold 
raw day. Normal persons need give 
themselves to no anxiety at all abqut 
such “exposure,” aside from the 
proper consideration of their cwn 
comfort. For instance, if one finds 
it comfortable to leave off one’s heavy 
underwear and put on no underwear 
to speak of in its place for a while, 
no matter hold cold it may be, why, 
that is all there is about it, so far as 
hygiene is concerned. Similar sound 
sense should govern every one in such 
matters as wearing or not wearing 
rubbers, gaiters, overshoes, overcoats, 
mufflers, hats, light or heavy stock- 
ings, chest coverings and in the case 
of children, bare knees in winter time.

IN FIGHT WITH WILLARD 


BY TEX RICKARD. 

In my last installment I had some- 
thing to say of the Willard-Moran 
‘ight in New York, You will reeatl 
that this was held in Madison Square 
Garden and that it went 10 rounds 
without a decision. I knew tnat 
some of the fans wanted to see Mo 
ran fight Willard, and so, although 
the law in New York at that time did 
ot permit of a finish fight or a «e- 
cision by a referee. I staged the 
fight. 

There is no doubt that Wiile:d halt 
ell the better of the fight. Moran was 
céme and willing, but he was tor 
small ana too inexper.cnced to get 
rn even break with a giu2t like Jess 
Willard, 

What I forgot to say, and wiat I 
want to say, is this: that there nev- 
er was ‘a gamer man in the world 
than Frank Moran. Gameness is not 
the most common quality in the 
world; I should like to emphasize 
credit where credit is due. While a 
lot of fans there that night criti- 
cized his judgment they were open in 
the praise for his courage. At the 
sound of the gong Frank waded right 
in. He didn’t even try to feint out 
the champion to see how the land 
lay. He simply walked in and 
vu his old Mary Ann, as he called his 
famous punch. Moran had a way of 
telegraphing his blows so that an 
adversary could see what was com- 
ing. Willard had no trouble in keep- 
ing him off. But nobody could keep 
Moran from trying. 

Wins With Broken Hand. 

In one of the rounds Willard, in 
trying for the famous uppercut that 
won him most of -his battles, landed 
on the point of Moran's elbow. The 
collision broke the knuckle of his 
index finger. He had to fight the rest 
of the way with one good _ hand. 
Even so, he won with comparative 
ease. 

Always there has been a tendency 
to say that Willard was not game. 
That is unjust, unfair and untrue. 
Any man that can fight through with 
a broken hand and win must have 
courage. In fact I think Willard 
unusually courageous from the fact 
that he got to he champion without 
having any particular liking for the 
boxing game. He never wanted to 
hurt anybody.
